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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To make electric coed receivable in an outer case despite 
variations in handling between individuals and avoid the deformation due to 
bulging of the outer case by a method wherein an electric appliance is packaged 
with a wrapping fixture having an electric cord wrapped therein received in a 
space between the electric appliance supported by a cushioning material and the 
corner of an outer case. 

CONSTITUTION: The top and bottom parts of a wrapping fixture are formed into 
a triangular shape to conform nearly to the corner of an outer case and the 
triangular parts are f^ld-gd in the same direction along f oid:i nq parts 7 to form 
a top lid 8 and a bottom lid 9. The top lid 8 is provided" with a supporting 
hole 11 smaller in size than the maximum diameter of an electric plug 10 
provided on an electric cord 5 to supportably receive the electric plug 10 
therein and with an inserting groove 12 extending from the supporting hole to 
one side edge of the top lid 8 and larger than a small-diameter part of the 
electric cord 5 and smaller than a large-diameter part therof. A space is 
formed between the top and bottom lids 8 and 9 to bind and retain the electric 
cord 5 therein with a binding fixture 13, a plate-like part 14 having the top 
and bottom lids 9 is provided with a notch groove 15 through which to pass the 
electric cord 5 and a wrapping fixture 16 for wrapping the electric cord 5 is 
formed of a cushioning material such as corrugated cardboard . 
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
